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34 Perish 
As Airliner 
Crashes Into 
En<lish Hill 


BOLTON, England (Al) —A 
chartered airliner with 42 per- 
sons aboard smashed to bits 
against the side of a snow- 
covered mountainside Thursday 
‘nly five minutes’ fiying time 
from its destination. Thirty- 
four persons perished. 


An injured stewardess — the 
only woman aboard—and the 
co-pilot struggled through Knee- 
deep snow drifts to a television 
relay station on top of the 
mountain to gasp out first word 
of the disaster and touch off a 
rescue operation involving hell- 
copters and mountain rescue 
squads. 


The twin-engine Bristol Way-| 


farer was carrying automobile 
dealers from the Isle of Man 
in the Irish Sea on a one-day 
junket to Manchester, only. 15 
miles from here, to inspect a 
plant of the Exide Battery Co. 

The party of 39 businessmen 
boarded the Silver City Aijir- 
ways’ charter plane at Isle of 
Man Airport at 9:20 a.m. (6:20 
om. JST). 

Thirty-five minutes later, with 
visibility cut by heavy clouds 
and a blizzard, the plane splat- 
tered against “Winter Hill,” 
near the bleak moorlands of 
Lancashire. 

The plane, with its crew of 
three, cracked up only 400 
yards from a lonely television 
tower manned by five engineers. 

Stewardess Jennifer Curtis, 
daughter of an English vicar, 
stumbled out of the wreckage 
with co-pilot William Howarth. 
Shocked, exhausted and hurt, 
they staggered uphill into the 
TV station and gasped: 

“Qur plane has crashed.” 

Minutes later three helicopters 
took of from a nearby Royal Air

Trained mountain rescue 


teams set out. Ambulances led 
by bulldozers and snowplows 
groaned and slithered over snow- 
blocked roads. 

The snow was 80 deen that no 
vehicle could get within a mile 
of the wreckage. 


Rescuers struggied on foot 
over the remaining distance, 
carrying blankets, stretchers 


and medical supplies. 

Rescuers found the main part 
of the plane crushed to splinters 
in snow splattered with blood.

ALGIERS (Kyodo-UP)—Hun- 
dreds ot French troops have 
clashed in furious hand-to-hand 
fighting with a.major nationa- 
list army unit near the Tunisian 
bortier in oné of the biggest bat- 
tles of the year, it was announc- 
ed Thursday. 

The batlle began Wednesday 


near the town of Duvivier and 
was still underway Thursday 
morning. 


French officials said 199 Alge- 
rian rebels were killed so far. 
They said 15 French troops 
were kilied and 438 wounded. 

Duvivier is some 30 miles 
from the Tunisian border and 
was the scene of a violent com- 
bat last week when more than 
100 rebels were killed. 


Only a few miles east of the 
city itself is the electrified and 
mined fence, built to keep down 
rebel infiltration from Tunisia. 

French officials said the band 
engaged in Thursday's battle 
had just crossed the fence when 
it was spotted and the combat 
began. 

They said this was the biggest 
battle vet in a major new rebel 
offensive which has already cost 
the French 82 dead in six com 
bats In the past few days. Rebel 
losses have been put at more 
than 200,

Nixon, Menshikov Says 


WASHINGTON (INS)—Soviet 
Ambassador Mikhail A. Menshi- 


kov made clear in an exclusive 
interview that Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon would be a 
welcome guest in Russia dur- 
ing his fartheoming trip to 
urope. 

The new envoy told the 
INS that while he would 
prefer not to touch on individual 
personalities by name, he would

The city of Kyoto is the seat 
of the government of the Kyoto 
Prefecture, which is one of

The ardent desire of 
1,500,000 residents of the four 
cities to establish the great 
“Kinki Tourist Sphere” is thus 
being translated into reality 
Step by step. 

Program Takes Shape 


A program to combine the 
four cities into the “Kinki 
Tourist Sphere” will get under 
way this year with the power- 
ful backing of the Government, 

Kyoto and Nara with their 
ancient temples and historic 
sites, Otsu with the scenic Lake 
Biwa as its background and Uji, 
where ancient people dreamed 
of the Western Land of Perfect 
Bliss—ali four cities are blessed 
with beautiful scenery permeat- 
ed with more than 1,000 years 
of history and tradition, 

The “Kinki Tourist Sphere” 
program is designed to join 
these four cities into a modern 
sight-seeing region. 


Especially regarding Kyoto, 
which is to become the center 
of the projected sphere, the 
Government enacted a law as 
early as 1950 to develop the 
city as a cultural and tourist 
center. 

In this city, large-scale pro- 


jects are steadily being put into 
practice, such as the construc: 
tion of a three-story ferrocon- 
crete International Cultural- 
Tourist Hall provided with an 
international conference hall 
and a big theater for musical 
and dramatic performance; a 
driveway through Mt, Hiel: and 


construction of a tourist hotel 
atop Mt, Hie, 

In the suburbs of Nara and 
Kyoto, modernization of exist 


ing golf courses and construc- 


ficent number of motor pools. 

Construction work on the In- 
ternational Cultural-Tourist Hall 
will start this April at a total 
cost of about ¥1,000 million. 
This will finally bring to frui- 
tion the long cherished desire 
of the Kyoto citizens to provide 
adequate facilities for various 
major internationa) conferences 
held in Asia. 

In recent years, Kyoto has 
played host to a number of 
large-scale international confer- 
ences, such as on theoretical 
physics, genetics, medical sci- 
ence and the International PEN 
Congress. At present, however, 
the city has only inadequate 
facilities to accommodate such 
major parleys and visitors. 

A 19.352-square-yard lot at a 
scenic area at Okazaki, Sakyo- 
ku has been earmarked as the 
site for the three-story ferro- 
concrete building to be deSsign- 
ed by Kunio Maekawa. 

Main features of the building 
will be a larwe hall, which wil! 


seat 2,600 persons and will be 
equipped with ultramodern 
acoustic facilities; a hall for 


Noh performance with a. seat- 
ing capacity of 1,200; and an in- 
ternational conference hall 
capable of accommodating 500 
participants, 

The hall will also be equip- 
ped with a broadcasting room, 
a transiation room, a reporters 
room and even earphones for a| 
conference hall,

It will have de luxe rooms in 
both Japanese and Western 
Styles suitable for foreign visi- 
tors. In the first phase of the 
construction work, a building 
with a floor space of 6,454 
square yards will be completed 
next spring. 


Luxurious Hotel 


By the time the construction 
work is completed in 1961, a 
luxurious hotel with a total of 
300 rooms will come into being. 

The first-phase building will 
be a two-story one-basement 
edifice costing about ¥300 mil

Kameoka city, born in 
January, 1955 as a result 
of merger of one town and 
15 adjacent villages, is a 
typical garden city located 
at a distance of six miles 
due west of Kyoto. 


Although it is separated 
by mountains from Kyoto 
and Osaka, Kameoka can 
be reached from the former 
by a 30-minute train trip 


suburban city located about 76 km from the 
city of Kyoto and lies at the junction of the 
Maikaku line and the Sanin trunk line.

Sericulture and silk weaving developed in 
Ayabe around 1897 and the Gunve silk today 
is world famous.

Traditional Industries 


Kyoto was the capital of Old 
Japan and still cherishes much 
of its cultural heritage. Cultural 
products peculiar to this city 
are: 

Fans—Fans are said to have 
been first produced in Kyoto 
in the Heian Era. The Kyote 
fans are not only used by men 
and women in general but also 
for performances of Japanese 
classical dances, noh, yokyoku, 
tea ceremonies and religious 
rites. Recently they are used 
widely as accessories by 
women and exported to many 
parts of the world. 

Mahjong blocks, playing cards, 
etc.—Kyoto produces 980 per 
cent of Japan's total hanafuda 
card output and 60 per cent of 
whist cards. Other products in 
this category include “hyakunin 
isshu” cards and karuta cards 

Wood-block prints—This form 
of Kyoto art is the counterpart 
of the ukiyoe which developed 
in Edo (now Tokyo). It is used 
mainly for postcards, Christmas 
cards and letter paper. 

Lacquerware — Kyoto’s lac- 
querware also has a long history 
and is known for its fine materi- 
al, careful and repeated lacquer- 
ing, and raised lacquer designs. 
Lacguerware exports are in- 
creasing steadily as a result of 
the interest abroad in things 
Japanese. 

Cloisonne—This is an artistic 
craft which involves baking a 
paint on a metallic base. It is 
widely used for interior decora- 
tion and ornaments, but Kyoto 
produces mainly boxes for 
jewelry and trinkets. 

Ivory—liIvory was formerly 
used to adorn swords and other 
forms of arms. Now they are 
used to make pipes, accessories 
and ornaments for export. 

Metallic powder——-Kyoto is the 
only place in Japan which pro- 
duces metallic powder. In for- 
mér days, it was used for de- 
corating Buddhist figurines and 
articles for the altar, but today 
it is also used for adding a glist- 
ening touch to wrapping paper. 

Dolls—The dolls produced in 
Kyoto may be divided into Go- 
she or court dolls (very chubby, 
usually dressed scantily and | 
painted very white on a wooden | 
base), carved dolls and dolls | 
wesring elaborate kimono, | 
which account for 70 per cent] 
of total output. These are high- 
lv cherished both in Japan and 
abroad. 

Other typically Japanese prod- 
ucts in much demand are paper 
for sliding doors, embroidery 
work, ¢loth bags, flower baskets, 
bamboo blinds, tea ceremony 
equipment and Japanese musical 
instruments,

A plan is under way to 
hold an exhibition of export 
articles in Kyoto in April 
when a large number of 
foreigners are expected to 
visit Kansai on the occasion 
of the International Trade 
Fair and the International 
Arts Festival scheduled in 
Osaka. 

The exhibition is schedal- 
ed to be held for three days 
starting April 20 in the 
annex of the Industry Pro- 
motion Hall at Okazaki, 
Sakyo-ku, Kyoto, under the 
joint sponsorship of the 
Kyoto Municipal Govern- 
ment and the Kyoto Trade 
Association.

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Bone Replacements Seen 
In New Chalk-Like Matter

WASHINGTON — Navy den 
tists have unveiled a chalk-ilke 
material that promises to re- 
volutionize dental surgery and 
make great contributions to 
many types of human bone re- 
placements. 

The material is called “Anor- 
ganic” ami is actually animal 
bone with the organic or “lve” 
portion chemically extracted. 
For various purposes it can be 
used as a powder or in amal or 
large chunks. 

Anorganic’s first widespread 
benefit should prove a boon to 
the @eppearafice and comfort of 
wearers of false teeth, since its 
usé in tooth sockets after ex- 
tractions can prevent the bone 
recession that gradually de- 
stroys the fit of a set of teeth, 

But experiments have shown 
that even in large areas, such 
as a three-inch-long section of 
a dog's skull, the bone grows 
back speedily when chunks of 
Anorganic are inserted in place 
of the natural skull, 

There is no reason to think 
the result would be different in 
humans. Dr. Hugh Roseno- 
moff, one of several men who 
has worked on the Navy pro 
ject, is already making some 
use of Anorganic in human 
cranial surgery at Presbyterian 
Hospital In New York, 

Dr. Fred Losee, a” Navy den- 
tist with the rank of captain at 
the Naval Medical Research 
Institute outside Washington, 
explained that Anorganic re 
sulted from basic research on 
tooth decay initiated by him- 
self and Dr. Lioyd Hurley, now 
at New York Orthopedic Hos- 
pital. 

The 
ordinary 


material, made from 
slaughterhouse bones, 
is in production and is being 
used “clinically” (more or less 
experimentally) by about 200 
physicians and dentists in many 
parts of the world. 

In a national emergency or 


simply for convenience, since 
Anorganic is much easier to 
handle, the material can be used 


to supplement the slender 
stocks of human bones that are 


kept In hospital tissue banks 
for replacement purposes in 
injury cases. 


Until the Navy began its re- 
search, use of animal bones in 
humans was taboo because of 
the violent adverse effects that 
always result in attempts to 
trausfer bones from one epecien 
to another. 


Dr. Losee and Dr. Hurley felt 
that these adverse effects were 
caused entirely by the “live” 
portion of the bone, since the 


inorganic portion of human and 
animal bones is the same, 


When the organic material is

removed with a powerful 
chemical called “ethylenedia- 
mine,” the remaining bone 
looks like chalk but can be 
shown with a microscope to be 


extremely porous—full ‘of 
channels and tunnels. 
The Anorganic, inserted in 


a wound, acts as a “lattice,” or 
a “trellis.” or a “scaffolding” 
for the recreation of bone. The 
channels and tunnels become 
filed with organic material of 
the proper species. 


Cattle, hog, sheep and even 
rat bones .have been used suc 
cessfully in hundreds of expert 


ments with dogs and monkeys. 
Small bone “fills.” such as those 
grown is that the enamel Isn't 
sufficiently porous, and no other 
type of bone is strong enough 
common to dental surgery, heal 
in less than six weeks. 

It hasn't proved possible to 
grow a tooth, but Dr. Harvey 
W. Lyons and Dr, Philip Boyne, 
Navy dentists, have proved in 
recent experiments with mon- 
keys that abecessed teeth can be 
saved. 

After the abcess is removed, 
Anorganic willl cause a firm 
setting to grow back around 
the tooth. 

The reason teeth can’t be re- 
grown is that the enamel! isn't 
sufficientivy porous, and no 
other type of bone is strong 
enough to serve as a substitute. 

Anorganic’s main advantage 
stems from the fact that human 
bone is difficult to obtain and 
hard to preserve, 

The human bone must be 
“freeze-dried” and kept sterile 
under delicate conditions up to 
the moment of use. Whereas 
Anorganic can be placed indef- 
initely in bottles and boxes. 


The disadvantage is that, un- 
like human bone, Anorganic can- 
not be used for “support”—al- 
though it can be placed around 
a steel pin or used in connection 
with a split. 

Experiments are now under 
way to determine whether add- 
ing a harmless substance such 
as gelatine or a plastic might 
give Anorganic more “tensile 
strength.” 

Also undetermined is exactly 
what sizes of Anorganic are 
best for the various purposes. 

In the cases of a dozen dogs 
whose upper skulls were re 


moved, whole ‘“de-speciated” 
skulls of sheep were sub- 
stituted. 


There is some evidence, how- 
ever, that even in large areas 
it might be better to place

Animal Talk.

We have some questions sent 
in by readers which we will” 
now answer. 

Mrs. M. A. asks: How often 
should 1 have my dog’s toe nails 
cut? 

Answer: The most logical 
reply I can make to that is as 
often as necessary. There are 
several factors concerning the 


rate of growth of your dog's ' 


toe nails, one of which is the 
weight of the animal as well as 
the amount of exercise he gets 
and the type of surface he is 
exercised on. It is advisable 
not to allow your dog's toe-nails 
to grow too long since when 
they become exceedingly leng- 
thy the foot axis changes and 
the weight of the animal's body 
rather than being on the for- 
ward part of the foot is on the 
back portion of the pad. That- 
is to say the whole foot axis 
changes. This, of course, can 
tead to tendon straining as weil 
as ligamental and arthritic diffi- 
culties. 

House dogs in particular must 
have their toe nails clipped 
more often since they tendto 
slip on slick surfaces which, in 
turn, can cause injury to their 
backs and other parts of the 
body. Generally speaking every 
six weeks to two months is con- 
sidered sufficient.

The lobby even hired a 
prominent Illinois Republican, 
Gen. Julius Klein, founder of the 
Jewish War Veterans, to work 
with Hitler’s former financier, 
Hermann Abs, in order to tap 
the U.S. Treasury for the return 
of German property. 

Kiein is an influential gentle- 
man with friends in high places. 
He sold Secretary Dulles on the 
phrase “sanctity of private pro- 
perty” which President Eisen- 
hower later used in describing 
the policy for the payment of 
German property.

Whither, Elections in Sudan?

Egypt's bitter border quarrel 
with the Sudan has injected a 
new uncertain factor in the 
coming Sudanese general elec- 
tion, the first since the country 
acquired complete sovereignty 
in 1956, 

Polling began Thursday and 
continues in some areas until 
March 8&8. 

The Sudanese Government is 
headed by Premier Abdullah 
Khalil, general secretary of the 
Umma Party, in coalition with 
the People’s Democratic Party 
andl a segment of the Liberal 
Party. 

The main opposition is the 


National Unity Party, led by 
former Premier Ismail El 
Azharil. His group triumphed 


in the 1953 elections, and it was 
thought at the time that as a

Asahi Shimbun predicted that 
the tight money policy will still 
prevail under fiscal 1958's eco- 
nomic situation.

Japan's steel. industry 
mission is believed to have con- 
cluded the trade agreement on 
the basis of an analysis of the 
world economic condition and 
the worldwide supply and de- 
mand for steel, the paper said, 


Press Comments 


The industry’s aggressive atti- 
tude in exploring markets for 
its products is worthy of sup- 
port from the economic circles 
of Japan, the paper further 
said. The paper also stressed 
the need for concluding “the 
fourth Japan-Communist China 
private trade agreement for 
which negotiations are under 
way in Peiping. 


Yomiuri Shimbun stressed the 
need for moral education to 
combat the present wave of 
juvenile delinquency.

Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) 
warned against the prevailing 
optimism that the U.S. will 
witness a business upturn by 
the coming fall. According to 
President Dwight D. Elsenhow- 
er, the U.S. business recession 
will hit the bottom in March 
and the U.S. economy will take 
an upturn from then, the paper 
said. However, opinion is gain- 
ing strength among economists 
that the U.S, economic recovery 
will net be a reality before the 
yearend. In that event, not 
only the U.S. but also the eco- 
nomies of the rest of the world 
will suffer, the paper warned. 
Particularly, the European and 
American business recession 
will adversely affect Japan's ex- 
ports. As revealed recently by 
the Economic Planning Agency, 
Japan's exports will increase by 
20 per cent when world trade 
increases by 10 per cent. Con- 
versely, when world trade de- 
creases by 10 per cent, Japan’s 
exports will record a decrease 
of more than 20 per cent, the

United Arab Republic Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser did 
not mention any reservation 
over the frontiers when the §Su- 
dan was recognized two years 
ago aS a sovereign and inde- 
pendent state. This strongly 
suggests that the present Egypt- 
ian claim is an afterthought. 

There still is some favorable 
sentiment about the departed 
British. Running against El 
Azhari in his Omdurman east 
constitency is Sayed Taher 
Azrag, an eideriy, wealthy 
butcher. He and his Progress 
Party favor a return for a pe- 
riod to British rule, but this 
group is unlikely to secure even 
one parliamentary seat. 

El Azhari’s main chance of 
returning to power lies in driv- 
ing a wedge into the uneasy al- 
liance of the religious groups 
at the core of the Umma and 
People’s Democratic Parties.
